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REMARKS 

This Application has been carefully reviewed in light of the advisory action mailed 
July 6, 2004 ("Advisory Action"). Applicants amend claims 1, 5, 7, 13-14, 16, 20, and 22. 
Applicants amend Claims 1, 5, 7, 13-14, 16, 20, and 22. Applicants cancel Claims 2 and 17. 
Applicants do not admit that these amendments were necessary as a result of any cited art. 

Section 102 Rejections 

The Examiner rejects Claim 1 under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as being anticipated by U.S. 
Patent No. 5,182,528 issued to Zuta ("Zuta"). Applicants amend Claim 1 to include the 
limitations of objected Claim 2, as suggested by the Examiner. For at least these reasons, 
Applicants respectfully request reconsideration and allowance of Claim 1 . 

Section 103 Rejections 

The Examiner rejects Claims 3-4 and 6 under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Zuta. Claims 3-4 and 6 depend from Claim 1 shown above to be 
allowable. For at least these reasons, Applicants respectfully request reconsideration and 
allowance of Claims 3-4 and 6. 

The Examiner rejects Claims 16, 18-19, and 21 under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Zuta in view of U.S. Patent No. 6,366,393 issued to Feulner et al. 
("Feulner"). Applicants amend Claim 16 to include the limitations of objected Claim 17, as 
suggested by the Examiner. For at least these reasons, Applicants respectfully request 
reconsideration and allowance of Claim 16. Claims 18-19, and 21 depend from Claim 16, 
shown above to be allowable. For at least these reasons, Applicants respectfully request 
reconsideration and allowance of Claims 18-19, and 21. 

The Examiner objects to Claims 2, 5, 7-15, 17, 20, and 22-30 as being dependent 
upon a rejected base claim, but indicates that these claims would be allowable if rewritten in 
independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening 
claims. Applicants cancel Claims 2 and 17 but incorporate their limitations into Claims 1 and 
16, as suggested by the Examiner. Claims 5, 7-15, 20, and 22-30 depend from independent 
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claims shown above to be allowable. For at least these reasons, Applicants respectfully 
request reconsideration and allowance of Claims 5, 7-15, 20, and 22-30. 

Non-Entered New Claims 38-43 

The Examiner indicated that New Claims 38-43 previously submitted by Applicants 
were not entered. Applicants hereby request a refund to Deposit Account No. 02-0384 of 
Baker Botts L.L.P. in the amount of $158.00 to cover the excess claim fees for the non- 
entered claims 38-43. 
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CONCLUSION 

Applicants have made an earnest attempt to place this case in condition for allowance. 
For the foregoing reasons, and for other reasons clearly apparent, Applicants respectfully 
request full allowance of all pending claims.
